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IMPEEIAL   DREAM -BOOK. 


Angling, — To  dream  you  are  angling  betokens 
loose  desires  in  the  male  ;  such  as  seeking  oppor- 
tunities of  inveigling  some  innocent  female.  If  the 
day  seems  cloudless,  and  the  sun  shines  on  the 
water,  the  dreamer  will  not  attain  his  desires.

Observe  always  to  choose  the  left  hand,  because 
the  heart  and  brain  have  more  influence  over  it 
than  the  right ;  and  observe  further  that  it  is  better 
to  examine  these  lines  when  the  body  is  in  good 
health,  for  then  they  appear  full. 

By  the  figure,  the  reader  will  see  that  one  of 
the  lines,  and  which  indeed  is  reckoned  the  prin- 
ciple though  it  doth  not  appear  to  be  so,  is  called 
the  line  of  life ;  this  line  incloses  the  thumb,  sepa- 
rating it  from  the  hollow  of  the  hand. 


The  next  to  it,  which  is  called  the  natural  line, 
takes  its  beginning  from  the  rising  of  the  middb 
finger.  The  table  iine,  commonly  called  the  hne 
of  fortune,  'begins  under  the  little  finger,  and  ends 
near  the  fore  finger. 

The  girdle  of  Venus  begiej  near  the  joint  of  the 
fore  and  middle  finger, 

The  line  of  death  is  a  counter  line  to. that  of 
life  and  is  by  some  called  the  sister  line  ;  there  are 
also  lines  in  the  fieshy  parts,  as  in  the  ball  rjf  the 
thumb  which  is  called  the  mount  of  Venus,  and 
are  each  governed  by  a  separate  planet ;  the  hallow 
of  the  hand  is  called  the  plain  of  Mars. 

Observe  the  line  of  life,  and  if  it  be  fair  extend- 
ing to  its  length,  and  not  broken  with  cross  lines, 
it  shows  long  life  and  health  ;  and  it  is  the  same 
if  a  double  line  of  life  appears,  as  sometimes  it 
doth. 

A  cross  between  the  line  of  life  and  the  table 
line,  shews  the  person  to  be  liberal  and  charitable, 
and  of  noble  sole. 

Of  the  line  of  Yemis — two  crosses  upo!i  this: 
line,  one  being  on  tlie  foreiii '-er,  and  the  other 
bending  towards  the  little  finger,  shews  the  person 
to  be  weak,  and  inclined  to  modesty  and  virtue. 

The  liver  line — if  it  be  straight  and  crossed  by 
other  lines,  shews  the  person  to  be  of  sound 
•udgment.
